times at the same interview. 


There was no danger of Moore starv- 


ing to death, for ho ate dinner at Crab- 
tree's twenty-seven times and took sup- 
per nineteen times at Coffee's, and had 
thirteen good night's rest there all in 
the same day, uiiless he was testifying 
about one meal all the time. 


Judge Harris, at the close of the
